Georgia-Pacific Plant 


More than 200 persons enjoyed a display 
of ‘‘southern hospitality”’ Saturday as offi- 
cials from the Atlanta-based Georgia- 
Pacific Company held a ground-breaking 
ceremony for their new $8 million Beaver 
Creek resin plant. 

On the new plant site along Four Mile east 
of Weyerhaeuser, Georgia-Pacific had a 
huge tent erected on an asphalt parking lot 
recently paved for the plant. 

Underneath the tent, the Grayling Holiday 
Inn catered enough food and refreshments 
to fill two long rows of tables along the north 
and northeast end. 

A stage was built with Georgia-Pacific 
materials under one end of the tent and in 
the middle were chairs and green outdoor 
carpet laid along walkways. The Grayling 
Dixieland band provided music for the cere- 
monies. 

Jim Taylor, vice-president of the Georgia- 
Pacific chemical division, said the cere- 
monies were Georiga-Pacific’s way of say- 
ing thank you for the dedication, responsi- 
bility,‘and cooperation community leaders 
showed when deciding if Georgia-Pacific 
would be a good asset ta the community. 

Taylor said at the ceremonies that he ex- 
pected the plant to start production by 
October Ist. 


Ground-breaking already has started at | 
the site and construction is expected to pro- 


ceed on schedule. 
Georgia-Pacific executive vice-president 


Jim Van Meter said the Beaver Creek plant 
is the 15th resin plant for Georgia-Pacific 
and it will be the showcase plant for the en- 

tire division, 

The new plant site is about 16 acres bor- 
dered on the north by Four Mile Road, the 
south by the Weyerhaeuser Structurwood 
plant, the east by the Detroit & Mackinac 
railroad, and on the west by the Weyer- 
haeuser access road. 

Taylor announced at the ceremonies that 
Georgia-Pacific does have a long-term 
agreement with Weyerhaeuser to supply 
resin. Taylor said Howard Meck, the Weyer- 
haeuser plant manager, and other Weyer- 
haeuser staff members were extremely 
helpful in providing assistance to Georgia- 
Pacific concerning decisions about the 
Beaver Creek plant. 

The Beaver Creek plant will be capable of 


producing 200,000,000 pounds a year of urea- 


formaldehyde and phenol formaldehyde 
thermo-setting resins and polyamide wet 
strength resin. 

Besides selling the phenol-formaldehyde 
resin to Weyerhaeuser, Geogia-Pacific 
plans to sell the three types of resins to 
building products plants and paper convert- 
ing plants throughout the midwest. 


Detailed site plans for the new plant were 


on display at the ceremonies and copies of 
an environmental assessment study pre- 
pared by Swanson Environmental, Inc., 
were available to persons attending. — 
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Plans for 1936-37 Year 
Announced By Schools 


Crawford AuSable school officials have 
announced plans for the 1986-87 school year 
early to prepare parents for the many 
changes resulting from the middle school 
remodeling. The middle school building and 
gymnasium is expected to be out of use for 
the entire 1986-87 school year. 

Here are some of the changes slated for 
next year. Most of this information appears 
in a brochure which has been sent to parents 
in the district. 


At The High School 


All students in grades 7-12 will attend 
Grayling High School. The high school pro- 
gram will remain unchanged. The current 
middie school program taught by present 
middle schoo! teachers will be offered in its 
entirety to students in grades 7 and 8. The 
facility will be strained beyond capacity and 
two temporary classrooms will be con- 
structed as an isolated, safely separated 
part of the new bus garage in order to pro- 
vide sufficient space for all 800 students. 
Most classrooms will be used every hour of 


the day. 


Increased supervision will be added with 
aides to supervise hallways, bus loading and 
unloading, and lunch. Supervisory aides will 
be on duty from 8:00 a.m. until 6:00 p.m., the 
later hours allowing for supervision before 
and after extracurricular practices. Tele- 
phones will be attended during the same 
hours. 

High school students will eat lunch in the 
cafeteria and middle school students will 
eat on the mezzanine of the gym. 

The present Community School office will 
be used as a middle school office and the 
library conference room will be used as a 
middle school counseling office. The Com- 
munity School office will be moved to the 
conference room next to the business class- 
rooms. Dale Nicholas, Middle School Prin- 
cipal, and Mike Gardiner, Counselor, will 
each spend about 2/3 of their time at the 
high school and 1/3 of their time at the Gray- 
ling Elementary. All contact with the school 
regarding students in grades 7 and 8 should 
be through the middle school offices which 
will be staffed throughout the entire day. 


At Grayling Elementary 


All students in grade six will attend the 
Grayling Elementary as will Grayling area 
students in grades K-4. All existing and new 
classrooms will be utilized as will the two 
portable classrooms. The existing program 
for K-4 students will remain unchanged. Six- 
th grade students will take the five basic 
sixth grade academic classes — reading, 
Language Arts, Science, Mathematics, 
Social Studies — and one period per day of 
enrichment classes rotating between 
Spanish, Library Skills, Study Skills, Prob- 
lem Solving, and Physical Education. Sixth 
grade band will be bused to the high school 
at 1:50 daily for band during the last period 


of the day, the enrichment period. Computer 
instruction will be taking place in regular 
classrooms. One computer will be located i in 
each sixth grade classroom. 

Contact with the school regarding ail stu- 
dents attending Grayling Elementary 
should be through the Grayling Elementary 
office. 

Sixth grade students will be governed by 
elementary rules and with the exception of 
changing classes each period, will follow the 
elementary program including regularly 
scheduled recess periods. 


At Frederic Elementary 

All students in grade five will attend the 
Frederic Elementary as will Frederic stu- 
dents in grades K-4 and all students in the 
Developmental Kindergarten and Primary 
Room. The existing program will remain 
unchanged. Fifth grade band will be held at 
the Frederic Elementary in the gymnasium 


daily ati:dd. 


Busing 


Busing patterns will be similar to 1985-86. 
Pickups will begin at the same time as 85-86 
and afternoon dropoffs will be ap- 
proximately twenty minutes earlier. Special 
bus route information will be published in 
the school calendar mailed to all school’ 
families in late July and in the August 28 
start of school issue of the Crawford County 
Avalanche. Grayling fifth grade, primary 
room and DK students will be bused to the 
Frederic Elementary each morning with 
buses leaving the Grayling Elementary at 
8:25. Bus students will therefore ride their 
regular bus to the Grayling Elementary and 
then transfer to the bus to Frederic. Fred- 
eric sixth grade students will be bused to the 
Grayling Elementary leaving Frederic at 
8:20. Grayling fifth grade and primary room 
students and Frederic sixth grade students 
will be bused to the high school at the end of 
the day where they will transfer to the buses 
that will take they liome. The transfer will 
take place before the high school dismissal 
time and will be supervised by two aides. 

Grayling town pickups and dropoffs for 
students in grades 7-12 will take ace at 
Spruce and Vine and at Rose and Vine. The 
middle school site wil! not be used as a bus 
pickup or dropoff site. 


Extra Curricular Activities 

- Existing extracurricular activities will 
continue. Scheduling of facilities wili be diff- 
icult as the middle school gymnasium will 
not be available during all of 1986-87. Some 
athletic teams may have to schedule prac- — 
tices at less than ideal times. Teams that 
have been accustomed to having a gym 
alone may have to share the gym for prac- 
tice. The Grayling Elernentary gym may 
have to be used on sorne occasions. All 
basketball and volleyball games and wres- 
tling meets will be held at the high school. 


Free Fish Days Set 


For June 7- 


Governor Blanchard signed into law, 
Aprii 24, 1986, legislation sponsored by State 
Senator Connie Binsfeld (R-Maple City) to 
designate two days of free fishing in Mich- 
igan waters. The Department of Natural 
Resources has set June 7 and 8, 1986, as free 
fish days in Michigan. 

“We have some of the finest fishing in the 
world,” said Binsfeld, adding, ‘‘and we just 
don’t do enough to promote it. Having free 
fish days in Michigan gives our state the op- 
portunity to show off the wonderful fishing 
we have in the state, spark license sales, 
and give our Michigan families an oppor- 
tunity to enjoy, as a family, the beauty and 
resources of Michigan.”

The new law permits anyone, resident or 
non-resident, to fish free in the State of 
Michigan on any lake, river or stream (in- 
cluding the Great Lakes) according to the 
rules and regulations of a limited Michigan. 
fishing license. In other words, anglers 
would have all the privileges contained in 
the one-day fishing license currently sold in 
Michigan. 

Other states have similar laws and have 
found them to be extremely beneficial to the 
tourist industry. Pennsylvania experiences 
marked increases in traffic during their free 
fishing days and report excellent goodwill 
between their Natural Resources Depart- 
ment and the citizens of the state.

Both Peninsulas are Beautiful

His proclamation certainly underlines 
one of the big differences between his way 
of running a government, and how it’s 
done in the United States.

Uniformly 
good news is usually government-con- 
trolled news, designed to tell people only 
what some dictator thinks they should 
know. Good news abounds in places where 
reporting. actual conditions might help 
foment revolution.” 

In both regards, you can’t help but pon- 
der the Soviet handling of information 
about the Chernobyl nuclear disaster. I 
wonder what really happened?

OUR LANGUAGE GROWS — The En- 
glish language is a growing, vibrant in- 
stitution, and the Chernobyl disaster once 
again proves it. 

The term “meltdown” has. entered our 

. language with a vengeance, applied in all 
sorts of situations. 

For example, the Chernobyl disaster by 
itself produced more than one meltdown. A 
recent headline referred to ‘‘the political 
meltdown” throughout Europe caused by 
the nuclear accident. 

And in Washington, as the Packwood tax 
reform bill found its way through the legis- 
lative process, spokesmen for one of the 
affected pressure groups warned of ‘“‘a tax 
‘meltdown as far as housing is concerned.” 

The possibilities are limitless. Michigan 
baseball fans, for example, might be con- 
cerned by the meltdown of the Detroit 
Tiger pitching staff — and the team’s ef- 
forts as a whole, too. Johnny Carson might 
become concerned about the meltdown of 
listener support if Joan Rivers’ upcoming 
nighttime TV talk show proves a hit, 
America’s farmers could be said to be the 
victims of price meltdown.

The federal income tax proposal now 
under consideration by the U.S. Senate 
could increase Michigan’s state revenue 
by up to $150 million, a memo prepared by 
the Office of Reverse and Tax Analysis in 
the Department of Management and Bud- 
get said. 

The same memo, however, said elimi- 
nation of some current deductions in the 
Oricera proposal couid hurt the state by 

edtting automobile sales, reducing capital 
irivestments and damaging efforts to 
reform the property tax system. 

The memo says there could be both 
direct and indirect impacts on the state’s 

_revenues and economic climate as a result 

of .the proposal which was passed 

ungnimously last week by the U.S. Senate 

Finance Committee. 

The proposal, drafted by Oregon Repub- 

Biican Robert Packwood endorsed by Presi- 
dent Reagan, is before the full U.S. Senate. 

The revenue analysis division said the 
revenue gains would not be automatic, and 
could only come upon the Legislature 
amending the current reference to the 
federal tax code to take advantage of any 
Internal Revenue Service changes. 

if the reference to the federal tax is not 
changed, then state taxpayers could con- 
intue to figure their Michigan income tax 

sing current provisions for calculating 
adjusted gross income. 

Under the proposal, the current 14 in- 
come tax brackets would be reduced to 
two, 18 percent and 27 percent; the in- 
dividual exemptions would be increased 
from the current $1,080 to $1,900; state and 


local income taxes along with property _ 


taxes would be deductible but sales taxes 
wduld riot; two-earner deductions would 

qt be allowed; capital gains income 
would be taxed as ordinary income con- 
tributions to individual retirement ac- 
cotints would not be deductible if an in- 
dividual.is covered by a corporate pen- 
sion; and business investment tax credits 
would be repeated. 

The proposal to tax capital gains as or- 
dinary income could net the state from $60 
million to $65 million, the memo said. 

The limitations on IRA deductions “‘in- 
@iicates a potential drop of 70 percent in the 
nurhber of persons eligible for tax deducti- 
ble-IRAs,”” which could result in another 


$60-65 million. And changes in tax shelters 
and depreciation could raise another $10-20 
million, the memo said. 

‘It is critical, however, that we remem- 
ber that such changes will not be auto- 
matic. There will be no magic revenue 
windfall because we will need to make a 
statutory change to reference a revised In- 
ternal Revenue Code as the basis for the 
Michigan income tax,’’ the memo said. 

Doug Drake, head of the office of 
revenue and tax analysis, said the state 
would likely adopt many of the changes. 

While state taxpayers could continue to 
deduct such things as FRA payments and 
sales taxes in calculating their adjusted 
income, if Michigan does not adopt the 
federal changes, Mr. Drake said failure to 
do so could ‘‘get to be a real administrative 
mess both for the state and the taxpayer. 

’ They’d almost be compelled to keep two 
sets of books.”’ : 

There would likely be no direct impact 
on state revenues from the Single Business 
Tax, the memo said. But there would be 
some indirect impacts as businesses 
change their practices to take into account 
the tax changes. 

For example, state revenue loss through 
the capital acquisition deduction could be 
cut as businesses reduce their capital in- 
vestments. 

But such reductions would likely mean 
reduced employment, which could hurt 
overall revenue growth, the memo said. 

Car sales could also be reduced both 
because sales deductions would no longer 
apply and interest on the car loans would 
no longer be deductible, the memo said. 
Reduced sales could force auto manu- 
facturers to change their price strategies. 

And the loss of sales tax deductions 
could hert efforts to reform Michigan’s 
property tax structure. 

While Governor James Blanchard did 
not call for an increase in the sales tax to 
pay for his tax fairness proposal, made in 
the spring of 1985, a number of other legis- 
lative options have been proposed that 
would increase the sales tax to offset lost 
property tax revenues. 

“Deductibility (of sales taxes) was one 
reason supporting those choices, and we 
will need to rethink our analysis in these

Safe Picnic Food

Summertime is aisu cook- 
out and picnic time. A meal 
in the back yard or at a park 
with friends can be relaxing 
and enjoyable. It can also 
result in food poisoning 
unless you take special care 
to keep hot foods hot (above 
140 degrees F) and cold 
foods cold (below 40 degrees 
F). 

Bacteria that spoil food 
and cause people to feel sick 
thrive at 98 to 99 degree body 
temperature. Maintaining 
foods at safe temperatures 
during summer picnics and 
cookouts means planning 
ahead. 

If you are traveling to your 
picnic site and the food will 
be unrefrigerated more than 
15 minutes, try to follow 
some safety guidelines: 

* Use a cold ice chest - 
without ice - to keep hot 
foods hot. 

¢ If you’re traveling a long 
distance and it’s possible to 
do so, refrigerate the hot 
foods and reheat them just 
before serving. Make sure to 
allow sufficient time in the 
refrigerator so the hot food 
becomes completely chilled 
before you place it in the ice 
chest. 

¢ Carry perishables in 
small quantities so there 
won’t be any leftovers. If 
there are leftovers, it’s safer 
to throw them away. 

*« Non-perishable foods, 
such as nuts, fruits, crack- 
ers, raw vegetables and 
cookies - are always safe for 
picnics. 

¢ Be sure that meats are 
cooked thoroughly.

You have no doubt heard 
and pondered the question 
regarding the chicken and 
the egg, but have you 
thought about which came 
first, the honey bee or the 


_ FUSE? 


About 100 million years 
ago the first flowering plants 
appeared; and along with 
them must have developed 
the pollinating insects- the 
bees, wasps, moths and but- 
terflies. Flowers and these 
insects have had a close 
association ever since. 

We ali know that the color 
of the flowers is one of the at- 
tracting factors, but did you 
know wasps tongues are 
short, honey bee tongues are 
longer, bumble bee tongues 
are still longer; and the 
tongues of the moths and 
butterflies are the longest of 
all. Therefore, these dif- 
ferent insects are attracted 
to different types of flowers. 
Those flowers that the but- 
terflies cannot get nectar 
from are just the ticket for 
the bees.

A study conducted in Wis- 
consin determined that bees 


__ leaving the hive have a nega- 


tive charge in their bodies, 
and when they return to the

Who Will Care 
For The Elderly? 


Life expectancy in 1900 
was 47; today, 74. Every- 
where within the Western 
industrialized nations life 
expectancy has increased. 
With the ever-increasing life 
span, a major problem is 
developing. 

As low birthrates continue 
to deplete the ranks of the 
young, and life expectancies 
continue to rise problems 


will arise. Longer life expec- - 


tancies push up the costs of 
health care and old-age pen- 
sions, while a declining 
birthrate puts a greater tax 
burden upon workers who 
must support the system. 
It’s a major new dilemma 
for governments. 

As ever-growing elderly 
population supported by 
fewer and fewer workers 
creates an inverted 
pyramid, expanding at the 
top while shrinking at the 
bottom. 

Today the lessening ratio 
of workers, contributing to 
support ever-increasing 
senior citizen populations 
can be likened to a gathering 
thunderstorm. And _ the 
storm is fast approaching. 

In the United States the 
ranks of the very old - those 
in their 80’s and beyond-are 
the fastest growing age 
group. The cost to care for 
them will increase by two 
thirds in the m€xt lo years. 
By the year 2000 more bene- 
fits will be provided to oc- 
tagenarions than any other 
subgroup of the aged or for 
that matter the general pop- 
wation. Within the United 
States about three and a half 
workers support one pen- 


two and a half to one within 
the next decade.
